In favor of the opinion held by Spen-

Ladysmith is the overwhelming evi- 
dence that General Roberts ordered a 
systematic activity upon the part of all 
the forces. On this basis General Bul- 
ler's m-ovement would only be a ret>e- 
tition of MacDonald's and French's re- 
connaissances. 


Mr, BaLCour's ambignous statement 


-about awaiting the completion of plans 
is another strong reason for believing 
General BuAler never intended to make 
a main advance via Vaal Krantz, but 
was acting1 under orders from General 
Roberts.

General MacDonald's retirement from 


the Boer flank at Modder river puzzles 
the military commentators. The theory 
that finds acceptance is that it was 
ordered by Lord Roberts, and that both 
General Buller's and General Mac- 
Donald's operations were by the direc- 
tion of the commander-ln-ohlef, In or- 
der to occupy the Boers at widely sep- 
arated points, so they would be unable 
to transfer any portion of their forces 
to oppose the projected central advance. 


In The Morning Post today, Spencer 


•Wilkinson, reviewing the military situa- 
tion, says: Lord Roberts is evidently 
about to begin his campaign and there 
are signs that General Methuen's force 
will make the first important move. It 
is probable tltat the seventh division will 
soon be heard of as co-operating with 
Methuen. 


The latest news regarding General 


Buller's operations is puzzling. It looks 
now as if he never seriously contem- 
plated an attempt to relieve Ladysmith, 
jut only a demonstration to prevent the 
Boers from diverting reinforcements to 
Magersfontein. 


Looking to the distance from Lady- 


smith to Kimberley, a journey in which 
the Boers would get little railway help 
far the transport of their forces, Lord 
Roberts has a clear week for the first 
blow which will put a new face upon the 
situation. This hypothesis would 
ac- 


count for the present state of things in 
both the theaters of war; and the pe- 
culiarities of the attacks of Monday and 
Tuesday would become intelligible, for, 
if they had been intended as a serious 
movement, General Buller would have 
been largely reinforced and would have 
pushed the attack with greater energy. 


Charles Williams, a military writer, 


who is understood to be in confidential 
relations with Lord Wolseley.'says that 
beyond doubt the most authoritative 
opinion in London regards it as prob- 
able that an endeavor will be made to 
force the line of the Orange river before 
Wednesday next, possibly Monday. 


A dispatch to The Times from Koodoos- 


berg, dated Feb. S, says: It is reported 
that Boer reinforcements are arriving 
from Magersfontein. Our position is 
easily tenable, but the entire force has 
been ordered to return to Modder River 
tomorrow. 


Dr. Leyds has issued in Brussels a 


statement denying purported interviews 
In which he is represented as predicting 
the intervention of the powers in the 
event that the British invade the Free 
State. He says he is convinced that the 
war will continue a? long as the two re- 
publics have arms and ammunition. If 
the Mauser cartridges give out the Boers, 
he asserts, will fall back upon Martini- 
Henri rifles, for which they have a sup- 
ply of ammunition that is practically in- 
exhaustible.

BEFORE ANYBODY IS AWARE OF IT 


Allen Springs a Surprise on a Dozen Senators and 


later Consents to a Reconsideration 


WOiCOTT APPOINTED 


BUT DECLINES 


Refuses to Become a Member 


of the New Philippine 


Commission 


Washington, Feb. 10—At the opening 


of the senate today Mr. Allen present- 
ed the following' resolution: 


'That tlte United States of America 


extends sympathy to the people of the 
South African republic in their heroic 
struggle for liberty a popular govern- 
ment and believes it to be the duty of 
the government of the United States 
of America to offer mediation to "the 
end that further bloodshed 
may be 


averted and an honorable peace be 
concluded between the belligerent gov- 
ernments." 


No objection was made to the con- 


sideration of the resolution, only about 
a dozen senators being present. 


Before anybody realized what 
was 


going on thp resolution was put to a 
vote and declared adopted. 


Senators looked at one another and 


several laughed, including Mr. Allen. 


Mr. Pettus of Alabama demanded the 


yeas and nays. 


Mr. Allen objected, declaring 
the 


resoultion was adopted. • 


The chair agreed to this, but asked 


Mr. Allen if he would permit the vote 
to bo reconsidered and let the resolu- 


Jlr. Allen consented. 


Mr. Chandler of 
New Hampshire 


then was recognized to deliver an ad- 
dress upon the pending financial bill- 
which was laid before the senate. 


In view of Mr. Chandler's position on 


the money 
question, the speech at- 


tracted marked attention in the sen- 
ate. 
Throughout his colleagues gave 


him a most attentive hearing. 
Mr. 


Chandler said in part: 


"Those who have absorbed gold are 


trying to make it more valuable by 
legislature. This is the natural mean- 
ing of the first 10 lines of the senate bill 
There is no need of the law for any 
other object. There is absolutely no 
other purpose to be subserved by those 
lines. 


"The passage of the bill without ade- 


quate recognition of the desire and de- 
termination of the American people 
that silver shall be remonetized is a 
defiance of the republican platform of 


1896 
and, without .such recognition in 


the bill I cannot give It my vote. 


"It would be unqualified g-old mono- 


metallism and to advocate or submit 
to this Is abandonment of republican 
principles."

The services at the grave were preceded 
by those at the Church of the Covenant 
of this city, where President Stryker cf 
Hamilton college. New York, delivered a 
funeral oration. 


Thousands bravdd the lowering winter 


day for a glimpse of the 
nag-draped 


caisson with its military escort as it 
passed through the streets. 
Hundreds 


more made the toilsome pilgrimage to 
Arlington to hear the last words pro- 
nounced above the open grave, where 
the president, cabinet and the general 
commanding the army stood with bowed 
heads till the last vojley had been fired 
and the bugle sounded taps. 


Lawton, to the great bulk of Ameri- 


cans, had been the incarnation of the 
American soldier. He had made his 
mark in the Civil war from the Missis- 
sippi to the sea, and it was he who had 
beaten at his own game Gerinomo, the 
greatest master of deaert craft and 
mountain fighting that the west had ever 
known, and who in tfee new problems of 
a tropic war had proved the most daring 
and resourceful of all the generals in the 
field. It was in tribute to these quali- 
ties that the Lawton fund had in a few 
weeks been sweiled past all the expecta- 
tions of its originators. 


Three thousand soldiers and citizens in 


greater numbers waited at the church 
to honor the soldier in his last march to 
his final resting place on the Virginia 
hillside beyond tbe Potomac. With the 
clatter of hoofs, the cavalry formed the 
guard of honor. Orders flung from rank 
to rank down the broad avenue brought 
troop and platoon wheeling into line. 
With crepe-shroudefl colors lowered they 
filed past, scarlet-caped artillerymen, 
cavalry with their orange plumes and 
facings and the ranks of blue-clad in- 
fantry, moving with machine-like ca- 
dence. At the rear, with the rumble of 
heavy wheels and clash of trace chains, 
came the gung, field batteries and siege 
trains. Ahead of the scores of carriages 
was 
the flag-draped, flower-laden 


caisson, the ideal soldier's bier, and be- 
hind it was led the officer's charger in a 
Bhroud of black with the boots reversed 
in the stirrups. 


It was a dreary wait in the cold, wind- 


swept slopes of Arlington for the hun- 
dreds who had made the pilgrimage 
early in the day. -But close on sunset 
the boom of the Sylph's guns on the 
Potomaf was answered by the crash of 
minute guns from Fort Meyer, and then 
the solemn notes af the dirge were borne 
down the winds as the procession moved 
through the winding avenues of the great 
city of the dead. 


The grave was in the open space just 


south of the amphitheater and in sight 
of the mansion house. General Merritt 
and his mounted staff deployed on the 
south road, while" solid ranks of dis- 
mounted troopers held back the crowd 
on every side. 
Nimble cavalrymen 


swarmed over the caisson, casting loose 
the lashings, and bore the coffin to the 
open grave,, while the president and the 
cabinet with the gray-haired generals 
stood silent and bareheaded as the 
chaplain pronounced the words of com- 
mittal that consigned forever the hon- 
ored dust to the dust whence it came. 


Then in answer'to a low command the 


firing squad wheeled into line. 
The 


snapping volleys of the carbines scarcely 
echoed among the bare trees, but the 
wail of the bugle as It sounded taps lin- 
gered long and sadly in the grey of the 
winter twilight and echoed faintly from 
the distant hills. As it died away the 
coffin sunk from view. General Law- 
ton's home-coming was accomplished.

Recent rains ha've increased the supply 
of water and New England mills are now 
running to their fullest capacity. South- 
ern manufacturers are very busy and 
•will use one-sixth of the south's total 
cotton production this season. 


Corn is higher, partly in sympathy 


•with wheat, but also on reports of dam>- 
age to the Argentine crop by heat. Pro- 
visions have been quite strong through- 
out the week, and active demand is re- 
sponsible for higher "vices of pork and 
lard. 


Hides and leather are firmly main- 


tained, though reports from the boot and 
shoe trade of current business are not 
very good. 


Fine grades of wool are, quiet, but there 


IB still an urgent demand for medium 
grades. Reports from the woolen goods 
trade continue favorable to a high de- 
gree and firm or higher prices are re- 
garded as a certainty for the future. 


Unfavorable weather has affected dis- 


tribution in most sections this week, but 
mail orders have been of fair size and 
the spring trade outlook continues un- 
impaired.

I niver gave meself the Uuouble to learn 
how to make thim things. But for bilin' 
and bakin', I can't be bate." 


The worthy woman was a repre- 


sentative of a school that still nourishes, 
alas! in which a knowledge of "bilm' and 
bakin"" ib considered all that is neces- 
sary to constitute a trained cook. Schools 
of domestic science and the progressive- 
ness of the American housewife are re- 
ducing the num'mer of the class every 
year. Yet there still remain only too 
many to whom the first principles of 
sauce-makirg are unknown. The very 
name brings them terror. Ask them to 
make a brown gravy or a drawn butter, 
and they will do it,—after a fashion. 
Call for a butter sauce or a Spanish 
sauce,and ten to one you will be informed 
that the aggrieved domestic "didn't hire 
to do fancy cookery." 


Unfortunately, too many housekeep- 


ers have her prejudices and her igno- 
rances. They have taken fright at the 
mere name of sauce, without tarrying to 
learn how simple a thing the compound 
really is. The principle on which near- 
ly every sauce is mixed is one of the 
most readily grasped in all cookery. Any 
sauce,—practically, every sauce,—con- 
tains three elements. 
These are one 


tablespoonful of flour, one tablespoon- 
Jul of butter and one-half pint of liquid. 
That is all, except a little seasoning. 
Cook the three to the proper consist- 
ency,—the easiest of tasks,—season to 
taste, and you have your sauce. 


No matter what additions may be 


made in seasoning, what variations in 
ths liquid used,—water, rnilk, cream, 
tomato or oyster liquor,—the essential 
principle remains unchanged. 


By a judicious use of sauces the house- 


keeper may vary her bill-of-fare with 
little expense and greater profit. It is 
worth her while to make the small in- 
vestment of trouble for the sake of the 
large return of general satisfaction. 


WHITE SAUCE. 


Put into a small saucepan one table- 


spoonful of butter, and as it melts over 
the fire stir into, it a rounded table- 
spoonful of flour. Have ready the half 
pint of milk, and as soon as the butter 
end flour are well blended and begin to 
bubble, pour in the milk. Continue to 
stir without intermission until the sauce 
comes to a good boil. In the course of 
reaching- this point, it will attain the 
correct thickness, which should be that 
of heavy double cream. Season with a 
saltspoonful of salt and a pinch of white 
pepper, and it is ready. It is invaluable 
as a medium in which to warm up fish 
or white meats, to pour over poached or 
shirred or chopped hard boiled eggs, or 
to use in a half dozen other ways. Onicn, 
celery salt, parsley or other condiments 
of herbs may be added to the seasoning 
to suit the taste. 


BROWN SAUCE. 


Make as you did the white sauce, sub- 


stituting a half pint of consomme or 
brown soup stock for the milk and 
browning the flour instead of using it as 
it is. A better color may be gained by 
the UjSe of a few drops of the valuable 
seasoning known as kitchen bouquet. 


TOMATO SAUCE. 


Cook a slice of onion and a sprig of 


parsley for fifteen or twenty minutes in 
a half pint of tomato liquor. This may 
be drained from a can that has teen 
opened to prepare a dish of stewed to- 
matoes, or in summer may be prepared 
from the fresh tomatoes. Cook together 
a tablespoonful of butter and one of 
flour, as in the preceding recipes., pour 
the tomato liquor upon them and cook 
until the sauce has reached the right 
consistency. If the tomato is very tart 
it will benefit it to add a half teaspoon- 
ful of white sugar at the same time with 
the other seasoning of a saltspoonful of 
salt and a pinch of white pepper. 


OYSTER SAUCE. 


Cook twelve small oysters for three 


minutes in one gill of boiling oyster 
liquor. Take them out and put them 
where they will keep hot while you make 
the sauce. For this cook together a 
tables^poonf ul of butter and one of flour 
until they bubble, pour upon them the 
gill of liquor in which the oysters were 
stewed, and a. gill of cream. Stir until 
the sauce thickens, season with salt 
and white pepper to taste and a tiny 
pinch of mace, put in the oysters 
chopped into rather good-sized pieces, 
stir in a half teaspoonful of lemon-juice, 
and serve at once. 
BUTTER SAUCE OR DRAWN BUT- 


TER. 


Cook together a tablespoonful each of 


butter and flour, and when they reach 
the bubblitvg- point pour upon them a 
half pint of boiling water, and cook, al- 
ways sirring, until the sauce thickens. 
Season to taste. 


BUTTER TAKTAR SAUCE. 


Make a butter sauce as described 


above, and when it is thick stir into it 
ten drops of onion juice, a pinch of must- 
ard which has been moistened with a 
few drops of vinegar, and a teaspoonful 
of mixed sour pickles, minrod very fine. 
Just at the last moment add cautiously a 
well-beaten egs, and as soon as this ia 
Btirred in, take from the fire. 


CAPER SAUCE. 


For this again, a butter sauce is the 


foundation. Make a half pint of this 
and add to it a tablespoonful of capers, 
drained from the vinegar in which they 
come, and a half teaspoonful of onion- 
juice. Those persons who object to the 


Oavor of onion may omit this f >'.-'. put in 
its place a half teaspoonful ot ui« caper 
vinegar, 


SOUBISE SAUCE. 


For this make a half pint of white 


sauce by the directions given in tha 
first -of the preceding' recipes. ITavs 
ready two small onions, boiled soft and 
chopped fine. As soon as the sauce la 
made and seasoned stir in the hot onions, 
tioll the sauce up once and serve. 


EGG SAUCE. 


Again make a cupful of white sauce 


and season it to taste. Chop fine a hard 
boiled eg-g and stir it into the sauce and 
Immediately afterwar^s.Defore the sauce 
has returned to the boil, add a raw egg, 
beaten light. As soon as the sauce be- 
gins to bubble at the side take it off and 
send it to table. 


CUKRY EGG SAUCE (for fish). 


Brown a small sliced onion In a table- 


spoonful of butter, stir into it a tabde- 
spoonful of flour and a small teaspoonful 
of curry po\\ der. Cook until they bub- 
ble, pour upon them a half-pint of milk 
and cook until smooth and thick. Add to 
them one hard boiled egg, chopped fine, 
and as soon as this is hot through stir in 
a full tablespoonful of double cream. 
Add salt to taste and take from the fire 
at once. 


To those who like the taste of curry, 


this sauce wili prove acceptable for fish 
or for boiled mutton. With these, boiled 
rice should be served. 


HMSERY_COOKERY, 
DIET IN DISEASE. 


!By Christine Terhune Herrlcte. 


(Continued from last week.) 


CHICKEN BROTH. 


Make as directed by the preceding 


recipe, but do not trouble to clear the 
soup. Give it either plain or with rice. 
For the latter soak a tablespoonful of 
washed rice for an hour in a cup of cold 
water, put it with a pint of the soup and 
boil steadily for an hour, or until the 
rice is soft. The soup may be otherwise 
varied, by adding to it a half a cup of 
milk in which has* been stirred a tea- 
spoonful of flour, and putting this with a 
tablespoonful of butter into the soup, 
and stirring over the fire until the soup 
is the thickness of double cream. A well 
beaten egg, added carefully that it may 
not curdle, just before the soup is taken 
from the fire makes it more nourishing. 


BEEF BROTH. 


Put a pound of beef, cut into email 


pieces, over the fire with one quart of 
cold water. Bring very slowly to a boil, 
and cook gently at the side of the fire 
for three or four hours. Strain through 
a coarse wire soup strainer, set aside to 
get cool and remove all the grease from 
the surface by skimming and with a 
piece of soft paper. To such broth may 
be added oatmeal, barley, rice tapioca, 
added in the proportion of a tablespoon- 
ful of any one of them to a quart of the 
soup and cooked in it for an hour, or 
until tender. 


The scraped beef referred to above is 


sometimes the best diet for a child suf- 
fering from an extreme case of bowel 
trouble, whether this be simple diar- 
rhoea or dysentery. Happy results have 
been obtained by feeding the patient on 
this and hot water. Such a diet stimu- 
lates the stomach and supports the 
strength, but it does little else, and as 
soon as the patient is fairly convales- 
cent, a variety may be given bjr the ad- 
dition to the bill of fare of such broths 
and jellies as those mentioned above. 
Besides these and boiled or broiled 
chicken and lamb chops, may be eaten 
eggs, simply cooked, custards, yellow or 
white,—the latter are especially deli- 
cate,—plain blanc mange, junket, rice, 
very thoroughly cooked, unbutterefl 
toast, either dry or dipped in a little 
boiled milk, and perhaps a simple wine 
jelly. 


SCRAPED BEEF. 


Select a tender beefsteak, broil it 


lightly over a clear fire, and then scrape 
it to a pulp with a rather dull knife. By 
this process the fibres of the meat are 
left and only the juice and tender por- 
tions taken. Run this pulp through a 
sieve, salt it slightly and give it to the 
patient spread on thin slices of bread and 
butter, or in the form -of little balls 
that are browned over the fire or in the 
oven just before eating. This preparation 
of meat is admirable for a delicate.stom- 
ach as' well as for deranged bowels. Rare 
mutton chops can be scraped in the same 
fashion for the sake of a little variety, 
but one can eat beef a longer time with- 
out satiety than any other kind of meat.

4. CAPITAL IDEA 


It should be noted with more than 


usual interest the kind of event that 
the Central labor union proposes to 
hold in the near future. The union has 
hit upon a capital idea of offering to 
the public an exhibit of trades. It is 
proposed to arrange for the public a 
demonstration, in one of the large 
halls, of the actual workings of all the 
trades represented in the central labor 
•union. As the Central labor union has 
affiliated with it unions of the workers 
in almost all branches of industry in 
the city, an exhiibtion such as is con- 
templated should be of .more than pass- 
ing interest. 
It is recognized that 


som knowledge of the main parts of the 
machinery of industry is necessary to 
even a moderate education—witness 
the normal school classes visiting a 
newspaper office plant and the mills— 
and the plan of the Central labor union, 
though worked out on a limited scale, 
as it must of necessity be, should be 
valuable from the point of view of 
public instruction. Probably 
no one 


will be more interested than the work- 
ers themselves, for in these days of ex- 
treme specialization the 
worker in 


leather has no chance to learn much 
about the craft of the workers in wood 
or iron. 


THE FITCHBUBG RAILROAD 


Generally approved must be Judge 


Knowlton's refusal to grant an injunc- 
tion restraining the governor, lieuten- 
ant-governor and state directors of the 
Fitchburg railroad from voting or sell- 
ing the state's stock in the Fitchburg 
road in the matter of the leasing of the 
Fitchburg to the Boston and Maine. It 
now remains to be seen of what char- 
acter the next obstruction will be. On 
the face of it the commonwealth is 
making,, an excellent disposition of its 
stock in the Fitchburg railroad by sell- 
ing it at par when it was not worth $25 
a share in the market, and on the face 
of it the Fitchburg road 
would be 


cioing the best thing under the circum- 
stances, both for itself and the state, 
to merge itself with the Boston and 
Maine system. The expressed intent of 
the state in the public statutes is to 
maintain the Fitchburg road as a 
competing road, unquestionably a com- 
peting road, as against the Bcston and 
Albany, so as to better conserve the 
public interest by giving it, in its main 
railroad service, whatever value might 
be derived from the force of competi- 
tion. And to carry out this wise inten- 
tion of the state the Fitchburg road 
should go to the Boston and Maine, 
particularly since it is so likely that 
the Boston and Albany will be leased to 
the New York Central. With the Bos- 


* 
ton and Albany a part of the New York 
Central system the Fitchburg would be 
a very poor competitor, a pigmy wrest- 
ling with a giant. To ensure anything 
like the equality which makes competi- 
tion valuable—and without something 
approaching equality competition can- 
not bo said to exist—the Fitchburg 
should become a part of the Boston and 
Maine system if the Boston and Al- 
bany becomes a part of the New York 
Centra! system. And should the Bos- 
ton and Albany remain independent as 
it is, the leasing of the Fitchburg to the 
Boston and Maine would only make the 
Fitchburg a stronger and more useful 
public utility. 


This matter of the disposition of the 


Fitchbur* railroad is a matter of great 
importance to 
North 
Adams. 
The 


Fitchburg road IB, and is likely to re- 
main, the principal railroad to this city. 
It would be a most unfortunate thing 
for North Adams if the Fitchburg 
should bo left, a purely local road, in 
single-handed competition with the 
powerful New York Central, controlling 
-ftnd operating the Boston and Albany. 


N E W "SPAPE&fl fi CI 


The New York Central now delivers to 
the Fitchburg almost all of the enor- 
mous amount of east-bound freight It 
"carries to the port of Boston. As it is 
to get a direct line to the port of Bos- 
ton that the Central wants the Boston 
and Albany it follows that the Central 
would ship its east-bound freight over 
its own road, the acquired Boston and 
Albany, and not give it -to its insig- 
nificant competitor, the Fitchburg. The 
result of this would be the dwindling 
of the Fitchburg and a consequent in- 
ability to give to the cities and towns 
along its line the service it would like 
to give them and the service they 
should get 


There is nothing simpler than this, 


yet the agents of Dr. Seward "Webb, 
who feels that the interest of his Ver- 
mont railroad property would be in- 
jured by the Fitchburg merging with 
his competitor, the Boston and Maine, 
have succeeded in getting some peti- 
tions signed by men of cities and towns 
whose industrial progress is profound- 
ly influenced by the Fitchburg rail- 
road. The one argument used to in- 
duce signatures to such petitions is the 
argument that the Fitchburg railroad 
should remain, as the state has always 
intended, a competing line. 


It is surprising that this argument, 


so fallacious under the circumstances, 
should influence anyone whose personal 
interests, or whose city's interests, are 
linked with the interests of the Fitch- 
burg road. For, as we hax-e pointed 
out, 
the Fitchburg road could not in 


the nature of things be looked upon 
for a moment as a comptitor of the 
mammoth and wonderfully powerful 
New York Central. 


As well consider a wheelbarrow a 


match for a locomotive as consider the 
Fitchburg a match for the New York 
Central. 


Among the queer things coming up in 


police courts lately are a man fined $50 
in.Baltimore for attempting to flirt with 
a young woman, who decoyed him into 
the police station on her statement that 
it was a church, and a man in New 
York placed under bonds to keep the 
peace for tickling his wife on the soles 
of her feet. 


Rev. Mr. Sanford, founder of "The 


Holy Ghost and Us" society, has tem- 
porarily left the temple of "The church 
of the Living God" at Shiloh, Me., and 
has just opened the house, "Elim" in 
Boston where he is. accomplishing won- 
ders in their way. According to Bos- 
ton reports he is successful to the 
point of making "well-dressed women 
roll on a carpetless floor regardless of 
the dust and grime." 


The pensioning of public employes, 


whether right to the mind of President 
Eliot of Harvard or not, would not be 
in harmony with the American idea. 
It would be putting a premium on 
improvidence, not 
to 
say anything 


about other undesirable tendencies it 
would develop. The correct treatment 
of public and private employes is to pay 
them a wage that will ensure their 
proper support while employed 
and 


give margin enough to save 
from 


against the idle days. 
The pension 


idea is an application of effort in the 
wrong direction. In practice it would 
have a very marked and very unfair 
tendency in one way, in the way of 
keeping down the immediate wage paid 
because of the pension premium to be 
paid later. This would 
wrongfully 


operate against 
the employes who 


might serve the public for a time and 
find an opportunity to better them- 
selves by engaging in some other ser- 
vice or sphere of activity. 


The'friends of General "Wheeler de- 


clare they have a grievance against 
General Otis. It lies in the alleged 
fact that Genera! "Wheeler took part in 
many battles with insurgents in the 
Philippines, behaved with conspicuous 
gallantry but was not mentioned in a 
single dispatch by General Otis. As 
many as seven important engagements 
to the credit of General "Wheeler are in- 
stanced in support of the charge of 
unfairness. General Wheeler is said to 
have been in command in at least this 
number without receiving mention in 
the dispatches sent by General Otis. 
In some of them he is said to have 
riden along1 the firing line, personally 
placing his troops to the best advan- 
tage, at great risk to himself. It is 
true that General Wheeler's name has 
been very infrequently mentioned by 
Genral Otis. 


James W. Stillman of Boston will 


fare no better at the hands of the 
United States postal authorities than 
did the distinguished Edward Atkinson. 
Mr. Stillman has written a pamphlet 
entitled "A protest against the Presi- 
dent's war of Criminal Aggression," 
which he wants to send to General 
Otis. He submitted the pamphlet and 
a letter intended for General Otis to 
the Boston postmaster, asking if they 
might be sent to the general at Manila. 
In the letter Mr. Stillman expressed 
the hope that the pamphlet would con- 
vince Gen. Otis that he was engaged in 
an "unjust and unconstitutional" war. 
Boston's 
postmaster submitted the 


pamphlet and letter to the postmaster 
general and had his attention signifi- 
cantly called to the section of the re- 
vised statutes which provides for a 
penalty of a fine- of not more than $10,- 
000, or imprisonment for not more than 
10 years for persons "who give aid or 
comfort to those who are engaged in 
rebellion or Insurrection against' the 
authority of tho United Slates."

TRAINING' OF" BOLTH HORSES. 


How They Are TanslU to Stand Still 


Where Tlieir Riders Lea.ve Them. 
An Englishman now in Baltimore 


who spent several years among the 
Boers in South Africa said recently 
that the Boer force was stronger in 
numbers than it seemed to be because 
every man in the army was mounted, 
and detachments could move from one 
point to another in an incredibly short 
time. 


He was asked whether the Boers 


kept their horses in the trenches with 
them, and this question led to an ex- 
planation. 


"Every Boer warrior has a horse," 


said he to a reporter of the Baltimore 
Sun, 
"and their horses are so trained 


that they will stand where they are 
left until their master's return. I have 
seen them training their horses in this 
trick, and tfcgir method is effective, 
though heroic." 


"A Boer will take a young horse, a 


2-year-old or perhaps a yearling, and 
attach a halter to him. From the halter 
hangs a rope, and at the end of the 
rope is suspended an Iron ball, which 
hangs about the animal's knees. 


"The horse Is then turned loose In 


a large lot. He immediately begins to 
prance around, and the Iron ball keeps 
striking against his knees. The horse 
Is driven wild, and the ball keeps on 
getting in its work. The beast may 
struggle against the annoyance and 
pain for four or five hours, but he 
finally drops from exhaustion. 


"Often it takes three or four weeks 


to nurse the horse, with his cut, bruis- 
ed and bleeding knees, back into con- 
dition, but when he Is fit to ride he is 
just the horse the Boer wants. All 
the Boer has to do when he dismounts 
Is to throw the bridle rein over tho 
horse's head. 
The horse feels the 


rein hanging from his chin, and he re- 
members the previous experience with 
an iron ball. He will stand stock still 
as long as that rein hangs from the 
bit, and he will not move, not even if 
shells are bursting around him and if 
the crash of artillery Is but a few feet 
away."

Chief* of the HUtorlo Iroquols, Al- 


{Couaalnv, SipU»Ine» and Mllicete* 
to Be Present —War and Peace 
Dance* and Other Forma of Festiv- 
ities to Constitute the Programme. 


A special agent of the Canadian Pa- 


cific railway has been in the vicinity of 
Montreal for some time past selecting 
representative members of the Iroquols 
and other tribes of Indians who are to 
form, one of the striking features of 
the coming sportsmen's shows In New 
York and Boston, writes the Montreal 
correspondent of the New York Com- 
mercial Advertiser. 
Much time has 


been required in the selection and the 
work of costuming and training the 
braves for the part they are to play at 
the coining shows. Only the tallest 
and finest bucks of their respective 
tribes have been chosen, and all of 
these have wardrobes which, from the 
Indian standpoint, are most elaborate. 
A majority of the redskins selected 
are ex-pert in the use of the rifle and 
paddle and excel in the games of their 
tribes. 


The largest number of the Indians 


to go will be from the Iroquols restrva- 
tlon at CaviRhuawaga, but Sn addition 
there will be Chief Bugwujjlnene and 
two sons, Ojibeways; Chief, Bezildol- 
mandant and one Indian of the Algon- 
quins, Commandant Simon and his 
wife of the Nipissings and Assalama- 
gulkeya, with his wife and two sons, 
representing the Millcetes of New 
Brunswick. 


Together with Mr. Armstrong, the 


Canadian Pacific's representative, the 
above correspondent visited the Iro- 
quois village at Caughnawaga and 
saw an exhibition of the dances there 
by the Indians who are to represent 
the tribe in Boston and New York. 
Mr. Armstrong was made an honorary 
member of the tribe with impressive 
and appropriate ceremonies. He was 
given an Iroquols name, Sakokweni- 
ensta, which in English means "re- 
spected." 


The Indians, male and female, braves 


and papooses, were arrayed in pictur- 
esque garbs of buckskin, with beaded 
embroidery and decorations in colors. 
The males wore the usual beaddrc-ss 
of feathers, while each woman had a 
single feather rising from a coronet. 
The refinements and comforts of the 
Indian homes are enough to make Fen- 
Imore Cooper turn in his grave. The 
dancing was done in the spacious 
drawing room of an Iroquois house. 
With windows hung with lace curtains 
and under the light of handsome chan- 
deliers. When the measured beat of 
the odd musical instruments commenc- 
ed, the Indians moved into line and 
began marking time and humming a 
low chant. As the men followed their 
leader in the serpentine intricacies of 
the snake dance, their sinewy bodies 
writhing and turning, they seemed to 
be transferred from the drawing room 
to a forest clearing. Wilder grew the 
music and faster the dance till the per- 
formers from sheer exhaustion ended 
the ceremony. Then once more they 
were smiling men and women seated In 
a drawing room and surrounded by the 
comforts of modern civilization. 


The corn dance, a pastoral ceremony 


of characteristic figures; the snowshoe 
dance, the moose dance and other 
forms of festivity will afid to the pro- 
gramme with which the Indian con- 
tingent will entertain the Canadian 
section at the sportsmen's shows. 


Following te a copy of the contract 


the Indians have entered Into with the 
Canadian Pacific railway: "We, Joint- 
ly and severally, agree to go to Boston 
and New York, leaving Montreal on 
Feb. 20, and to remain until the end 
of the exhibitions for the wages agreed 
on- We agree to keep from drink when 
on the trip. We agree to submit to 
the loss of our wages If we get under 
the Influence of liquor. We will do 
•whatever Mr. Armstrong or any one 
whom he may appoint tells us. We 
will give our time, from 8 o'clock in 
the morning till 10 o'clock at night If 
necessary, spending the whole day In 
the Indian villages or upon the stages.

Pliny says that the saw was first in- 


vented by Dffidalus, but, according to 
Apollodoras, it was the invention of 
Talus, who nsed the jawbone of a croco- 
dile to oat through a'piece of wood and 
then made an iron instrument in imita- 
tion of it. The saw is represented on 
the monuments of Egypt from 2500 to 
8000 B. 0. As early as A. D. 1333 
sawmills driven hy water power were .in 
operation at Augsburg, and, it is be- 
lieved, before this they were in opera- 
tion in Paris, driven by the current of 
the Seine. The first sawmill erepted in 
the Norway pineries was in 1680. Saw- 
mills were numerous in Italy in the sis- 
teenth century. They were not intro- 
duced into England until 1668, when a 
native of Holland built one, hut was 
compelled to abandon it by the opposi- 
tion of the populace, carpenters and 
other artisans, who saw no good in such 
a new f angled contrivance.

FROM A BRITISH OFFICER 


Letter Received Here 
Gives 


Opinion of Boers 


Bitter 


A local woman has receiver.'! a letter 


this week from her cousin in South Af- 
rica, a/inember of the rcxval medical 
corps in the fourth brigade, second di- 
vision of the Britisih forces in Natal, 
which Drives some interesting facts, al- 
though from a very British point of 
view. 
The letter is dated December 


25; some of the passages bearing on the 
v>ar follow: 


"I hone the war will soon be over, 


and that we shall soon be in Pretoria. 
We shall make old Kruger pay for all 
the expense. The Boers are brutes and 
cowardsi. For instance, after the bat- 
tle of Tugela some of our bovs saw the 
Boers out loutins: our dead. One Boer 
actually cut off an officer's finder to 
ftct a ring he wore, and another case 
thoy saw was when the. Boers stripped 
the clothes off two dead men just as 
our men were going to bring them in 
to be buried. That was after the bat- 
tle, when the flag of truce was uj> for 
12 hours. 


"Our naval g-uns have been playing 


havoc with the Boers, one shell killing 
about 40 or 50 at a time. 
They will 


soon g'et what they want. 


"I was up with the field hospital in the 


last great battle, which took Diace at 
Tugela river in Colenso^ I was in the 
thick of it . We had over 12'l wounded 
ir. our field hospital during- the battle 
besides the hospitals near us. Thev 
had over 500 wounded between them. 
We had about 113 killed, on our side. 
Our total loss was 1,117 killed, wounded 
and missing (prisoners). The Boer loss 
was very great, they having lost, killed 
alone, over 2,000, and about 900 wound- 
ed."

He paid many a graceful and truthful 


compliment to the good woman. While

.vid he, she can have no nobler or more 
useful sphere than the home, where she 
can make herslf truly the queen of the 
world by her great influence for eood 
upon manhood and upon the nation. 
The reverence for woman and love of 
childhood are the salt and salvation 
of civilization, said he.

considered the question of a Tro-v- 
\VilIiarnstown trolley line, have expect- 
ed that there would be much difficulty 
in making- a route over the Williams- 
town mountain for the proposed Troy, 
Graftort and, Williamstown railroad, 
but the engineers who have the work 
in charg-e state that they do not antici- 
pate that there will be at any point an 
incline of oa-er seven, per cent. It was 
tor the purpose o€ establishing the 
truth of this statement that the engin- 
eers determined to start their work at 
"Wmiametccwn, according1 to the Troy 
Times. 


The road, as now planned, will he 


about 30 miles in length. The distance 
fiom Troy to Williarnstown is 28 miles. 
The additicoial two- miles of track will 
be necessary owing to the deviations 
made necessary to 
come 
over 
the 


mountain. The road will probably en- 
ter Troy by way of Hoosick street, and 
in that event arrangements will be 
made with the United Traction com- 
pany for the use of its tracks. 


A rather unusual hearing was held 


in the county commissioners^ room at 
the court house in Pittsiield yesterday. 
It was in the equity suit of George L. 
Phelps of Williarnstown against David 
"W. Temple, John C. Temple and Sheriff 
C. L. Prink, the Temples being of Shel- 
burne Falls. The hearing was before 
Herbert C. Joyner of Great Barring-ton 
as master, bavins been appointed by 
the Superior court to he-ar the evidence 
and report the evidence and the facts 
to the court. 


The plaintiff claims, that he carried 


on a farm in Williarnstown, where his 
father lived: that his father died and 
that the plaintiff's mother 
had 
the 


right of cower to the property; that he 
and his mother agreed that he would 
give her $70 a year during her life for 
the use of her do\\er interest in the 
farm. He gave her a mortgage on the 
farm to secure the payment of this $70 
a year as long as 
she should live. 


Afterwards, she was sued by the Tem- 
ples for the price of a monument for 
the deceased's burial place. By some 
process of the court, she was required 
to assign this mortgage, which George 
L. Phelps had given her, to the Tem- 
ples. 


Mr. Phelps further claims that while 


he was sick in the hospital in this city, 
the Temples foreclosed this mortgage 
and sold the farm 
under foreclosure 


sale. It was bid in by themselves for 
$350 while the farm was really worth 
$6000, and Mr. Phelps has brought suit 
to set aside this sale, he claiming that 
he had fully paid his mother all that 
was due her, up to the time of the sale, 
on his agreeing to pay her $70 a year. 


The plaintiff 
claims that while he 


was sick at the hospital, he heard that 
the farm was advertised for sale on the 
mortgage, and he sent his brother to 
see E, H. Beer, who was the attorney 
making the sale, to see what it meant 
and to ask him to delay until he could 
get out of the hospital and attend to 
the matter; that his brother came back 
and told him that Mr. Beer 
said it 


would be all right, and that he need not 
worry and that no advantage would be 
taken.

E. H. Beer of this citj- appear for the 
plaintiff and S. T. Field of Shelburno 
Falls and John C. Crosby of Pittsfield 
for the defendents.
